TO HEARST ATTACK 


LATE XOMIXEK IS GOAI)KI> 


MAKE STATEMENT. 


TO 


Denies That His Law Firm AVus Paid 


Anything for Services to 


Mayor MrCIrllan. 


New York, Oct. 3.—Alton B. Parker 


last, night gave out a statement in re- 
ply to an attack made upon him by 
William R. Hearst, in a recent cam- 
paign speech. 
In his address Mr. 


Hearst saiil Mr. Parker had appeared 
in an election case on the side of elec- 
tion criminals in the court he former- 
ly graced, and there argued against 
and secured a reversal of an opinion 
he formerly had rendered. 


Defends High Court. 


"For something more than two years 


now ? have submitted, without reply, 
to the wanton assaults of William R. 
Hearst," said Mr. Parker's statement. 
"I should probably pay no more atten- 
tion to his insulting and maliciously 
false speech of last evening than I 
have to his other attacks were it not 
that thy necessary and intended Infer- 
ence of his speed! constituted an at- 
tack upon a great court, a court with 
a membership that is not surpassed 
in this or any other country. While 
that court is so well grounded in the 
confidence and the affections of the 
people as to need no defense from any 
such attack, the opportunity is afford- 
ed to warn the people that a man hav- 
ing such conceptions of the judiciary 
as will permit him to make such an at- 
tack ought never to be permitted to 
name men for the bench, as it Is said 
Hearst contemplates doing under the 
Murphy-Hearst deal. 


"I will refer also to one other state- 


ment made by Hearst. After stating 
the fact that I had appeared in the 
McClellan-Hearst election contest, and 
made arguments therein, he gave the 
reason that prompted me to do It, 'and 
he did this because the corporations 
that employed him as their corpora- 
tion attorney wanted him to do it. and 
paid him to do It.' 


Says Statement is False. 


"This statement about me. like 


many others of Hearst's that have 
been 
brought, to my attention, is 


wholly false. Neither I nor any mem- 
ber of my firm was employed by any 
corporation or paid by any corpora- 
tion, directly or indirectly, one dollar 
for the services we rendered In that 
contest. We were retained by Mayor 
McClellan, 
but declined 
to receive 


from him or from any one else any 
compensation whatever for our serv- 
ices.

The negro, who is 17 years of age, 


yesterday attacked Ruth, the 12-year- 
ald daughter of Blouut Sossaman, who 
lives about three miles from here. The 
girl was passing a secluded spot not 
far from her home when she was at- 
tacked. 


Found Senseless on Ground. 


Later she was found lying uncor- 


scious by the roadside and was taken 
to her home. Detectives were placed 
on the track of the negro, and within 
three hours he was captured. 


He was taken before the Sossaman 


girl, 
who 
Identified 
him. Deputy 


Sheriff Fatch. knowing that the life 
of the negro would be taken by a mob 
if he brought him into the city, sent 
him to a station several miles up the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad. 
He was 


not taken to the jail at all, and was 
at least eight miles from the city 
when the mob, which determined to 
have him, approached the building. 
There have 
been 
several 
assaults 


upon white women within the last 
few weeks and the news of this latest 
outrage caused intense wrath and ex- 
citement. Big Mob Gathers. 


As early as G o'c'ock in the evening 


crowds of men commenced to gather 
in the downtown, streets, and by G:30 
500 men had formed at the intersec- 
tion of Royal and 
Dauphin streets. 


The crowd was harangued by several 
speakers, who urged them to take the 
life of the negro if he could be found, 
and in a short time the entire crowd 
was on the march for the jail. Sheriff 
Powers met 'the leaders of the mob 
and informed them that the man they 
were seeking was not In the jail and 
had never been brought there. 
He 


offered *to let anybody whom he per- 
sonally knew pass through the jail to 
satisfy the crowd of the truth of his 
statement. 


About forty men 
walked through 


the corridors, some of them returning 
and assuring the mob that the man 
was not there. 
While several men. Including Hoyle 


and Lyons, were still in the jail, a por 
tlon of the crowd led by a tall man 
whose name is not known, seized a 
telephone polo which had been blowr 
down In the recent storm and dashed 
it against the closed part of a double 
door, one-half of which was epen. The 
door fell with a crash and almost In 
stantly a shot came from a revolver 
in tho hands of a man standing In tho 
gate. 
The fight followed and after 


Hoyle nnd Lyons had been wounded 
tho mob was repulsed

Governor Magoon Says the Jamaican 


Negro Makes Good. 


Washington, Oct. 3.—Former Gover- 


nor Charles 13. Mngoon. of the Punnma 
cnnal, who has spent a Rrcnt deal of 
time on tho isthmus, has considerable 
confidence In tho Jamaica negro as a 
laborer on the cnnal. He has orfia- 
nijsoil a police force of these men and 
says they aro. very efficient.

about them as laborers, he thinks, is 
because they do not thoroughly un- 
derstand American terms nnd tho 
names of articles in common use. Ho 
says that upon the whole they aro in- 
telligent, and can read and write, are 
prolific letter writers as he can testify 
by tho many communications received 
from them.
